As announced at last Wednesday's 
lecture on Geology the third excur- 
sion of thr clais for this session wss 
held In Uie vicinity of Cartierville. 
The dlstaner between St. Catherine 
street and this riverside town was 
covered hr following the directions 
given at the lecture and by using an 
excessive number of transfert. 

Students who look the Windsor car 
around Westmount mountain avoided 
the excitement and difficulty encoun- 
tered those unlucky ones who went un 
Park avenue. After a number of Hie 
tatter, however, had resurrected trans- 
fers given out by the Montreal Tram- 
ways Co. within the last ten years alt 
got under way and left Snowdons 
Junctions on the Cartierville car for 
their destination. 

Al a point a short distance beyond 
the CN.n. tracks Utc car suddenly 
came to a halt, and the order to stop 
was passed along. Here there Is an 
outcrop of an igneous rock called 
aoorthosltc. This rock is very old 
and forms the foundation of a largo 
part of Montreal Island. AnorUto- 
site la composed largely of a basic 
plagloclssc feldspar — called Labr* 
dorltc — and grains of a dark mineral 
called augltl. Sometimes garnet and 
tltanlferous Iron ores ara found along 
with the rock. Tbcso ores arc. at 
yet, of little value because they arc 
very refractory and hence very hard 
to smelt. Nevertheless small quanti- 
ties ot very high grade steel have been 
prepared In an electric furnace and no 
doubt a commercial process will be 
found in the future whereby wc may 
extract the Iron and titanium. Anor 
thosltc forms tho bed rock of several 
largo areas in the Laurentlans, not 
ably in Hie County of Terrebonne, 
along the Saguenay River and in La 
brador. 

Near Cartierville this bed rock it 
covered by, first, a calclferous dolo- 
mite, then by 'a sandy dolomite and 
lastly over all, except Hie one small 
point of anortiioiltc, la a cover of 
chazy limestone. The fossils found 
In the cbazy limestone are different 
from; and lived at an earlier period 
in geological time than those found 
in tho Trenton llmcatone which covers 
the chazy nearer Montreal. The 
ntmea of tome of the fossils in the 
cbazy are: orthls, rhynconclla, aso- 
phut and prthasoras; a large number 
of chrlnold remains are also Imbed- 
ded in the rock. 

Tho chazy limestone it broken 
through by dykes of rock or igneous 
orlgon. This rock contains horn 
blend and long needlellko crystals of 
this mineral were to be found clinging 
to the wals of the dvkes.

He 
said that Lord Jelllcoe'a recommen- 
dations as to the auiouut of ven 
power necessary for Great Brltalu to 
maintain eastward of the Suez, would 
be of paramount importance, because 
tho Admiralty regarded this region.! 
as the next danger zoae. , although j 
no trouble was anticipated for po'r- ■ 
Imps a few years. Much stronger' 
naval forces than hitherto were il'këiy 
to be stationed in Australian and New 
>'■■ a la ii fl waters. 

The Admiralty, said the authority, 
would probably supplement local 
dominion navies w ith ships necessary 
to Insure Umpire security, and all 
naval operations would probably bo 
denlt with by a permanent Imperial 
navy hoard on which a representative 
of each dominion would Bit. This j 
board would periodically visit tho 
dominions nnd would nit with the 
local naval boards in Melbourne and 
Wellington in order to consider de- 
tails of Australian and Now Zealand 
defence. There would probably be a 
greater.excliango of officers bctwccù 
the home and dominion fleets. 

The authority quoted considerrd 
that Lord Jellicoe would probably re- 
port In favor of a great Pacific fleet, 
consisting of Indian, South African, 
Australian, New Zealand and Canndinn 
units, callable of operating wider a 
single command.
